concerned about Asian medicines， 

With the American medicines， 
the FEFDA- inspeets the factory 
anntally to insure fulfillment of 
federal label and packaging 


regulations. The Asian medicines 


are often brought in in small 
quantitites in Personal luggage or 
Small packages. 

Many of these Asian medicines 
contain no English directions， lack 
any sort of warning statement as 
to the possible hazards of overuse， 
and，on occasion，will be des- 
cribed as veritable “cure-alls,” 
Presceribed for everything from 
earaches and Theumatism to 
diarrhea and stomachaches. 
Feaeral regulations stipulate that 
any drug containing over five 
percent of methyl salicylate have 
clearly printed warrning state- 
ments, and have a child-proof top. 

IMPORT

Almost 130 years have passed since the first Chinese 
immigrants came to this country. Yet few Americans 
are aware of the Chinese legacy in the West. History 
books mention that the Chinese mined for gold and 
Worked on railraodqs. But there is much more to the 
history of Chinese in America. 

The Chinese arrived in this country at a time when 
there was a great need for labor to exploit the natural 
wealth of the frontier. Many took on this task doing 
their jobs well，as the surveyor general of California 
attested to in 1876， He stated that the railroad 
building and land reclamation efforts of the Chinese 


increased the Pproperty values in the state by 


$289,700,000，Their achievements iD agriculture， 
fishing，and manufacturing were of equal impor- 
tamnce， 

So these humble peasants from China helped to lay 
the foundatioms of commerce and industry in the 
West forthe benefit of future generations， 

But the experiences of Chinese in America are not 
without tragedies，The Chinese were victims of 


bigotry and ignorance ip America. Notions of white 


superiority and the unproven threat of Chinese 
competition to White labor served as rationale for 

Americans to persecute them.， Violence，oppressive 
laws,，and segregationist policies against the Chinese 
culminated with the Chinese Exclusion Act which 
banned their immigration in 1882. 

To escape the furor of Anti-Chinese agitation，the 
Chinese sought refuge in their Chinatowns. In these 
enclaves，the Chinese would be virtually isolated 
from the mainstream of American life until the 
mijid-20th century. 

But the Chinese were not passive against forces 
trying to deprive them of justice and equality, In the 
late 19th_ century，the Chinese fought racism in the 


courts，and later in 1915，formed the Chinese 


American Citizens Alliance，a national civil rights 
group. In the 1960's，they joined Blacks and, other 
minorites in the struggle for equal opportunities and 
human dignity， 
gained a _ consciousness of their identity as ethnic 
Americans， 

These experiences form an integral part of the 
Chinese legacy in America which shouldq be told. The 
Chinese Historical Society believes its exkhibition is just 
a beginning for.providing such an understanding of 
Chinese American History， 图

TOKYO 一 A microbiology re- 
search team from Osaka Univer- 
sity Teported recently that 让 has 
isolated several types of Chinese 
herbal medicines that kill cancer 
cells without damaging normal 
cells. Camncer is often treated with 
a combination of radiation and. 
chemicals that .can produce de- 
bilitating side effects. 


The Japanese research team 
begamn tests five vears ago with 600 
herbs. 刁 ach herb was applied to 
tissue _ cultures of human cancer 
cells and normal cells. The scien- 
tists saidq they found :about ten 
herbs that killedq cancer cells with- 
out harming nornmal cells，

said, they began administering the 
herbs to terminal cancer cases and 
successfully prolonged their lives.

Between courses，a _ number of 
people indulged themselves in the 
wine-drinking game， Two con- 
testants Would throw out their 
hands with a variable number of 
extended fingers at every throw 
and simultaneously shout out a 
guess of the total number of 
fingers that would be displayed. 
The player who guessed correctly 
was the winner,， and the loser had 
to ' drink whatever quantity of 
liquor they had been playing for. 
This game could go on for as long 
as the meal lasted or_ until a 
contestant had to give up， At 
Some tables，the courtesans were 
called upon to play the game on 
behalf of their respective clients 一 
usually their regular patrons， 
These girls，quick to react and 
well versed in the finer and more 
Subtle ways of manipulating their 
fingers，were able to match many 
expert male players， Their shrill 
voices,，their nimble fingers，their - 
capacity to drink 一 and hold dowa 
一 cup after cup of hard liquor， 
earned them the admiratiom of 
their opponents and atudience， 
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
